Tliis  is  not  the  way  things  are  done  on 
land.  You  have  your  coroners  here  to 
investigate  sudden  deaths,  why  should 
they  not  look  into  deaths  at  sea?  Jlanv 
poor  cowards  would  tell  the  truth  against 
their  officers,  if  they  were  thus  forced  to 
do  6o,  who  would  not  dare  come  forward 
and  lodge  a  complaint  they  might  be  un¬ 
able  fully  to  prove.”

Fires. 

The  frequency  of  fires  is  rapidly 
inducing  the  belief  that  some  of  them 
are  not  the  result  of  accident.  Indeed 
suspicious  circumstances  often  point 
to  malicious  misebief  as  the  probable 
cause.  This  is  a  serious  matter.  Not 
only  property  but  life  is  endangered 
by  the  presence  of  miscreants  in  a 
community  capable  of  the  crime  of 
arson.  The  destruction  of  an  out¬ 
building  of  no  great  value  may  not 
cause  many  regrets,  but  there  is 
always  the  danger  of  the  spread  of 
such  fires  to  more  valuable  buildings, 
with  a  chance  of  accidents  to  firemen 
engaged  in  saving  such*  property. 
Moreover  those  who  enter  upon  this 
work  of  destruction  are  pretty  sure  to 
continue  until  no  property  is  safe 
from  the  haDd  of  tljie  destroyer.

The  Head  of  the  Army. 

Gen.  Schofield’s  salary  is  813,000.  Al¬ 
though  he  is  the  successor  of  Sheridan, 
who  followed  a  line  of  soldiers  in  thvof- 
fico  who  were  national  heroes,  and  al¬ 
though  he  Ls  rightfully  the  incumbent  by 
reason  of  his  services  to  the  country,  his 
career  has  not  l**en  such  as  to  make  his 
name  over  familiar  to  }>eople  generally. 
His  military  life  has  lieen  long  and  the 
duties  faithfully  performed,  but  in  few 
events  has  he  been  very  conspicuous. 
Gen.  Schofield  was  born  on  the  29th  of 
September,  1831.  He  graduated  from 
the  United  States  Military  academy  in 
1853,  in  the  same  class  with  Sheridan, 
McPherson  and  llood.  Before  the  war 
he  left  the  service  to  l*ecome  a  professoi 
of  natural  science  in  a  university,  but  at 
the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  lie  entered 
the  army  as  a  v< dunteer.  A  major'.-  com¬ 
mission  was  tendered  to  him  at  once  and 
on  Nov.  21. 1861.  lie  had  reached  the  grade 
of  brigadier  genera).  He  served  all 
through  the  war,  notably  in  the  Atlanta 
caiu]iaign.  aiul  for  a  time  was. secretary 
of  war  in  Grant’s  first  cabinet.  At  pre&i 
eut  his  duties  are  practically  nominal,  for 
there  are  plenty  of  subordinates  to  look- 
after  details,  lie  has  an  office  in  the  de¬ 
partment  building  which  is  principally 
interesting  for  the  relics  which  it  contains 
of  his  service.  Sheridan  tilled  up  his  of¬ 
fice  in  a  similar  way,  and  it  was  a  favor¬ 
ite  s|H.»t  for  sightseers. — Louisville  Cou¬ 
rier-Journal.
